We hear, that as foon as Peace is proclaimed with France 
and Spain, his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland 
will be declared Lord High Admiral of England, in the 
fame Quality as Prince George of Denmark. 

The Lords of the Admiralty have appointed Admiral 
Hawke to be Commander of all the Ships ftationed for the 
Channel. 

Capt. Geary, Commander of the Culloden Man of War, 
is appointed Commander of all the Men of War, in the 
River Medway, &c 

We hear that one of his Majefly’s Ships of War juft ar- 
rived, {poke fome Days ago with fome homeward-bound 
Eaft-India Ships, who informed him, that Admiral Bof 
ca#n, with the Fleet under his Command, were well at 
the Cape in the Month of March. 

It is thought the Garland Privateer, which engaged the 
French Man of War off the Madeiras, fince the figning 
the Preliminaries, arid was wortled, 1s gone tothe Bottom, 
fhe not having been heard of fince. 

There isan Account frem St. Kitt’s, that Captain Troup, 
of the Revenge Privateer of New York, was killed in an 
Fngagement with two French Privateers, which lafted 
feveral Hours, and the Revenge. at laft eleaped being taken, 
notwithitanding the Lieutenant and 13 Men were wounded, 

The 2d of June a Number of Englith Prifoners who had 
been taken by a Spanifh Privateer of 160 Men and14 Guns, 
arrived at Philadelphia, in a Boat that was given them by 
the faid Privateer, but who bad turn’d them adrift, with 
out Sails or Oars ; among them wore Capt. William Cripen, 
Matter of the Sloop Succefs ; Captain Andrew Hafkell, 
Mafter of the Sloop Mary; and William Billings, Matter 
of the Sloop Burgefs ; all from Boflon, bound for Mary 
land, who were chafed into the Capes, and runing up to 
Reedy-Ifland, came to an Anchor there, imagining them- 
felves fafe ; but in the Night the Privateer above mentioned 
fent her Boats on Board, and took them all; Capt. Hafkell 
had Money on board, with Rum, Linnen, &c. _ Billings 
and another of the Captains were wantonly and cruelly 
wounded by a Mulatto: All of them, about fifty in Num- 
ber, were flript almoft naked. 

From feveral Parts of the Country we have the agrec- 
able News, that the Diftemper among the Cattle is confi- 
derably abated ; from North Wales particularly, where it 
has been faid the Dillemper raged, we are aflyred, there 
has not been the leaftSymptom, but that the Cattle are in 
perfect Health.

Shillings in Silver and fome Halfpence. Lieutenant 
Melvill was tried for fhooting Enfign Reynolds latt January 
was Twelvemonth, when it appearing it was done in his 
own Defence, he was honourably acquitted, William 
Spark, Blacifmith, for the Murder ef Samuel Dove, by 
running a red Hot Iron into his Body, was found guilty of 
Manflaughter, and burnt in the Hand. 

Several notcrious Frauds have lately been difcovered, 
coumitted by the Officers of the Cuitoms by fuffering

Wednefday one Edward Griffiths was committed to New 
gate by John Tall, Efg; charged on the Oath of Richard 
Vaughan, for robbing a Linnen Printer’s Ground of feven 
Picees of Linnen: And alfo, for Breaking open the Houfe 
of Mr. John Winter and ftealing thereout 301. 

On Tuefday Andrew Thompion, Efq; was attacked by 
two Footpads on Hounflow-Heath, and robbed of thirty 
Guineas and fome Silver, and his Watch. 

Laft Week Mr. Hind, a Shopkeeper at Chichefter, was 
attacked on the Southdowns by a fingle Highwayman, who 
robbed him of Seventy-three Pounds. 

Laft Monday between Two and Three o’Clock in the 
Afternoon, three Sailors attacked a Woman on Bethnall- 
Green, and robbed her of a Bundle of Linnen; but being 
immediately purfued one of them was taken, and carried 
before a Juftice, who committed him to Prifon.
